HAT the Holy Scriptures are one of the greateft Bleffings which God beftows 
upon the Sons of Men, is generally acknowledged by all who know any thing 


of the value and worth of them. To fhew their Ufe and Excellency, is beyond 
the Author’s prefent defign or intendment ; 'tis already done by one or other 
to good purpofe every day. In them the Lord hath dilucidly difplayed that Counfel of his 
Will, that is of infinite concernment tous to underftand, in order to our prefent being 
accepted of him here, and at laft brought to the fulleft enjoyment of himfelf in Glory.

And what Cavils 
can be brought againft any part of Truth contained therein, to which they themfelves 
yield not a full refulve ? (one place of Scripture fo exaétly clearing, expounding, and 
illuftrating another) Yet (to amazement) it’sobferved, That Man (who is fo highly and 
principally concerned in ic) doth too too little value it; he-can weary himfelf in any 
fecular Affair, but diligently to fearch the Scriptures (according to:our Lord’s advice) is 
to him tedious and burthenfom. Few covet tobe mighty in the Scriptures; though con- 
vinced, their great concern is inveloped in them: A Spiric of Self-fulnefs, Pride, fpiti- 
tual Sloth, Drowfinefs, and Deadnefs, lies at the bottom of this finful Negle&. To en- 
courage, awaken Perfons to a more diligent thorow fearch of the mind of God herein, isa 
fervice no lefs profitable than feafonable at this day, And what greater external Encou- 
ragement, than to make that facile and eafie, which feemed inconquerably arduous and 

difficult ? 
This is the defign of the enfuing Treatife: Nor is the Author altogether without hopes 
(wherein he hath the concurring Judgment of feveral eminently Learned and. Judicious 
Divines, who have perufed it) but, by the Blefling of God, it may have a fingular tens 
dency to the enlightning of fome, and eftablifhing of others in Divine Truths. (when: «no 
intuitw they fee the Scriptures, upon which they are built) and enabling them with eafe 
to confute Gainfayers. For here the feveral Texts of Holy Scripture (which lie {cattered 
in the Book of God). are Colleéted together, ‘Tranferibed andyplaced (in the Order as they 
lie in the Bible) under feveral and particular Heads.
